Report on the Administration of the Old Age Security Act 
for the Fiscal Year Ending March 31, 1977 


Introduction 


This is the 26th Annual Report on the administration of 
the Old Age Security Act. 

The Old Age Security Act was enacted in December 
1951 to provide a universal pension to all persons who 
could fulfil the age and residence requirements. In 
December 1966 the Act was amended to provide for a 
supplement for pensioners who have no income or only 
a limited amount of income. In June 1975 the Act was 
amended to provide for an income-tested allowance to 
persons from 60 to 65 years of age who are spouses of 
Old Age Security pensioners. 


Main Features of the Old Age Security Act 


The basic Old Age Security pension is payable at age 
65 to everyone who has met certain residence require- 
ments. Payment of the pension normally begins in the 
month following the 65th birthday, provided the person 
concerned has made application. In the case of a late 
application, retroactive payment for up to twelve months 
may be approved. 

Application forms are available at all post offices in 
Canada. 

A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added to 
the basic pension in the case of pensioners who have no 
other income or only a limited amount. Entitlement is 
normally based on income in the preceding calendar 
year, computed in accordance with the Income Tax Act. 
Where a married couple is concerned, their combined 
income is taken into account when determining entitle- 
ment. 

A Guaranteed Income Supplement application form is 
sent to each Old Age Security applicant when the appli- 
cation for the basic pension is approved. A renewal 
application is sent at the beginning of each calendar

year to all those in receipt of a supplement so that 
entitlement for the new fiscal year beginning in April 
may be established. 

Spouse’s Allowance may be paid to the spouse of an 
Old Age Security pensioner if the spouse is between 
60 and 65 years of age and meets the residence require- 
ments. Entitlement is based on the combined income 
of the couple in the same way as for the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement. 

Spouse’s Allowance application forms are provided 
to pensioners identified as having a spouse in the eligi- 
ble age group and are also available on request from 
regional Old Age Security offices. Proof of marital status 
is required to establish eligibility. 

A person who is dissatisfied with a decision that no 
pension, supplement or Spouse’s Allowance may be 
paid to him/her or with the amount payable may appeal 
such decision to a tribunal established under the terms 
of the legislation. Where the appeal concerns income to 
be taken into consideration for supplement or Spouse’s 
Allowance purposes, it is referred to the Tax Review 
Board constituted by the Income Tax Act. 

Assistance in the completion of application forms is 
provided by correspondence, by personal interviews at 
Old Age Security or Canada Pension Plan offices, at 
the applicant’s home, or through the cooperation of 
district offices of the Department of National Revenue 
(Taxation). 


Monthly Amount of Benefits Payable 


Old Age Security benefits are increased in January, 
April, July and October of each year if the cost of living, 
as measured by the Consumer Price Index, goes up.

Administration of the Program 


The Old Age Security program is administered through 
regional offices located in the capital cities of the prov- 
inces where applications are processed and benefit 
cheques issued monthly. Local offices are located at 
Montreal, Ottawa, Calgary and Vancouver. The regional 
offices also provide information to provincial officials 
for use in the administration of provincial programs of 
supplementation to the income of Guaranteed Income 
Supplement recipients. 

In February 1977 steps were taken to commence the 
integration of the administration of the Family Allow- 
ances, Old Age Security and Canada Pension Plan 
programs. This integration is designed to further im- 
prove the quality of service provided to the public and 
to increase operational efficiency and economy. 


Number of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse’s Allowance Recipients 


In March, 1977 there were 2014301 Old Age Security 
pensioners, of whom 1 114678 or 55.34% were also 
receiving a supplement, 21.49% at the maximum rate 
and 33.85% at a partial rate. There were also 71 781 
spouses of pensioners in receipt of Spouse’s Allowance. 


Expenditures Under the Old Age 
Security Act for the Fiscal Year 


The total amount paid to Old Age Security bene- 
ficiaries during 1976-77 was $4 436 673 386 of which 
$1 017 128 455 was paid in supplement and $100 626 292 
in Spouse’s Allowance. The average supplement pay- 
able in March, 1977 was $77.88; the average Spouse’s 
Allowance was $128.42.

Report on the administration of the Old Age Security Act 
for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1978 


Introduction 


This is the 27th Annual Report on the administration 
of the Old Age Security Act. 

The Old Age Security Act was passed by 
Parliament in December 1951 to provide a pension to 
all persons who could fulfil specified age and resi- 
dence requirements. 

In December 1966 the Act was amended to 
provide for a Guaranteed Income Supplement for 
pensioners who have no income or only a limited 
amount of income. 

In June 1975 another amendment to the Act was 
made to provide for an income-tested allowance, to 
persons aged 60 to 65 years who are spouses of Old 
Age Security pensioners. 

Further amendments to the Old Age Security Act 
became effective on July 1, 1977. They provide for 
payment of a partial pension and a partial Spouse's 
Allowance based on the number of years residence in 
Canada after age 18 for those persons who cannot 
qualify for the full benefit. A new eligibility factor 
was added requiring the applicant for the benefit to 
be a Canadian Citizen or legally resident in Canada 
within the terms of the Immigration Act when the 
application is approved for payment. Family Allow- 
ances received in the calendar year 1977 and sub- 
sequent calendar years are excluded as income in 
determining entitlement to Guaranteed Income 
Supplement or Spouse's Allowance. In addition, these 
amendments provide for the making of reciprocal 
agreements with other countries to make social 
security benefits portable between the contracting 
countries and allow for the coordination of their 
social security programs. 


Main Features of the Old Age Security Act 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is payable 
at age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the residence 
requirements and are Canadian Citizens or legally 
resident in Canada when their applications are 
approved. Payment of the pension normally begins in 
the month following the 65th birthday, provided the 
person concerned has made application. In the case 
of a late application, retroactive payment for up to 
twelve months may be approved. Pensioners who 
have 20 or more years of residence in Canada after 
age 18 may receive the pension indefinitely while 
living outside of Canada. Those with less than 
20 years' residence after age 18 may be paid for only 
the month of departure and an additional six months. 
Payment is then suspended until the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. 

Application forms are available at all Income 
Security Offices, and all Post Offices in Canada. 

A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added 
to the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have no other income or only a 
limited amount. Entitlement is normally based on 
income in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act. Where a 
married couple is concerned, their combined income 


is taken into account when determining entitlement. 
A pensioner in receipt of the supplement who leaves 
Canada may continue to receive the supplement for 
only the month of departure and for an additional six 
months, but payment may commence again when the 
pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 

A Quaranteed Income Supplement application 
form is sent to each Old Age Security applicant when 
the application for the pension is approved. A renewal 
application is sent at the beginning of each calendar 
year to all those in receipt of a supplement so that 
entitlement for the new fiscal year beginning in April 
may be established. 

A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be paid 
to the spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner if the 
spouse is between 60 and 65 years of age and meets 
the residence requirements. The spouse must be a 
Canadian Citizen or legally resident in Canada when 
the application is approved and the combined income 
of the couple must not exceed the maximum permitted 
by the legislation. The allowance is paid for only the 
month of departure and for an additional six months 
when the recipient leaves Canada, but may be resumed 
on resumption of residence in Canada. 

Spouse's Allowance application forms are mailed 
to pensioners identified as having a spouse in the 
eligible age group and are also available on request 
from Income Security offices. Proof of marital status 
is required to establish eligibility. 

A person who is dissatisfied with a decision that 
no pension, supplement or Spouse's Allowance may be 
paid, or with the amount payable may appeal such 
decision to a tribunal established under the terms of 
the legislation. 

Where the appeal concerns income to be taken 
into consideration for supplement or Spouse's Allow- 
ance purposes, it is referred to the Tax Review Board 
constituted by the Income Tax Act.

Administration of the Program 


The Old Age Security program is administered 
through Income Security offices located in the capital 
cities of the provinces where applications are proces- 
sed and benefit cheques issued monthly. Local 
offices are located at Montreal, Ottawa, Calgary and 
Vancouver. 

To further improve the quality of service pro- 
vided to the public and to increase operational 
efficiency and economy, steps were taken in February 
1977 to integrate the administration of the Canada 
Pension Plan, the Family Allowances and the Old Age 
Security programs into the Income Security Programs 
Branch. In the Province of Quebec, where there are 
no Canada Pension Plan offices, District Family 
Allowances and Old Age Security offices have been 
opened on a full-time basis to provide better service 
to the public in that province. These offices are 
located in: Sept-fles, Rimouski, Chicoutimi, 
Drummondville, Sherbrooke, Trois-Riviéres, 
Longueuil, Val-d'Or and Gatineau. 


Number of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allowance Recipients 


In March 1978 there were 2 075 247 Old Age Security 
pensioners, of whom 1 136 445 or 54.6% were also 
receiving a supplement, 19.96% at the maximum rate 
and 34.80% at a partial rate. There were also 73 835 
spouses of pensioners in receipt of Spouse's Allow- 
ance.

The Regional Office of Old Age Security in 
Edmonton has the additional responsibility of admin- 
istering the program in the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. District Offices (*) also are located in 
certain major centers to provide information and 
services to the public in matters relating to Old Age 
Security benefits. Across Canada (except in the 
province of Quebec, which has the Quebec Pension 
Plan) a network of 150 local and district client 
service centres of the Canada Pension Plan (not 
listed) also provide information and assistance rela- 
ting to the Old Age Security program.

Report on the administration of the Old Age Security Act 
for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1979 


Introduction 


This is the 28th Annual Report on the administration 
of the Old Age Security Act. 

The Old Age Security Act was passed by Parlia- 
ment in December 1951 to provide a pension to all 
persons who could fulfil specified age and residence 
requirements. 

In December 1966 the Act was amended to 
provide for a Guaranteed Income Supplement for 
pensioners who have no income or only a limited 
amount of income. 

In June 1975 another amendment to the Act was 
made to provide for an income-tested allowance, to 
persons aged 60 to 65 years who are spouses of Old 
Age Security pensioners. 

Further amendments to the Old Age Security Act 
became effective on July 1, 1977. They provide for 
payment of a partial pension and a partial Spouse's 
Allowance based on the number of years residence in 
Canada after age 18 for those persons who cannot 
qualify for the full benefit. A new eligibility factor 
was added requiring the applicant for the benefit to 
be a Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada 
within the terms of the Immigration Act when the 
application is approved for payment. In addition, 
these amendments provide for the making of recipro- 
cal agreements with other countries to make social 
security benefits portable between the contracting 
countries and allow for the coordination of their 
social security programs. An agreement already has 
been completed with Italy. 


Main Features of the Old Age Security Act 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is payable 
at age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the residence 
requirements and are Canadian citizens or legally 
resident in Canada when their applications are 
approved. Payment of the pension normally begins in 
the month following the 65th birthday, provided the 
person concerned has made application. In the case 
of a late application, retroactive payment for up to 
twelve months may be approved. Pensioners who 
have 20 or more years of residence in Canada after 
age 18 may receive the pension indefinitely while 
living outside of Canada. Those with less than 
20 years' residence after age 18 may be paid for only 
the month of departure and an additional six months. 
Payment is then suspended until the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. 

Application forms are available at all Income 
Security Programs Offices, and all Post Offices in 
Canada. 

A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added 
to the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have no other income or only a 
limited amount. Entitlement is normally based on 
income in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act. Where a 
married couple is concerned, their combined income 
is taken into account when determining entitlement. 
A pensioner in receipt of the supplement who leaves 


Canada may continue to receive the supplement for 
only the month of departure and for an additional six 
months, but payment may commence again when the 
pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 

A Guaranteed Income Supplement application — 
form is sent to each Old Age Security applicant when 
the application for the pension is approved. A 
renewal application is sent at the beginning of each 
calendar year to all those in receipt of a supplement 
so that entitlement for the new fiscal year beginning 
in April may be established. 

A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be paid 
to the spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner if the 
spouse is between 60 and 65 years of age and meets 
the residence requirements. The spouse must be a 
Canadian Citizen or legally resident in Canada when 
the application is approved and the combined income 
of the couple must not exceed the maximum permit- 
ted by the legislation. The allowance is paid for only 
the month of departure and for an additional six 
months when the recipient leaves Canada, but may 
begin again upon resumption of residence in Canada. 

Because the Spouse's Allowance is payable only 
to the spouse of a pensioner, it was discontinued when 
the pensioner died. The Old Age Security Act was 
amended on November 20, 1978 to provide for the 
continued payment of the allowance for up to six 
months after the death of the pensioner. The intent 
of this amendment was to provide temporary assis- 
tance to the widowed spouse until more permanent 
financial arrangements could be made. 

Spouse's Allowance application forms are mailed 
to pensioners identified as having a spouse in the 
eligible age group and are also available on request 
from Income Security Programs Offices. Proof of 
marital status is required to establish eligibility. 

A person who is dissatisfied with a decision that 
no pension, supplement or Spouse's Allowance may be 
paid, or with the amount payable may appeal such 
decision to a tribunal established under the terms of 
the legislation. 

Where the appeal concerns income to be taken 
into consideration for supplement or Spouse's Allow- 
ance purposes, it is referred to the Tax Review Board 
constituted by the Income Tax Act. 

Assistance in the completion of application 
forms is provided by correspondence, by personal 
interviews at Income Security Programs Offices, at 
the applicant's home, or through the cooperation of 
district offices of the Department of National 
Revenue (Taxation). 


Monthly Amount of Benefits Payable 


Old Age Security benefits are increased in January, 
April, July and October of each year if the cost of 
living, as measured by the Consumer Price Index, 
goes up. In addition to these regular increases, 
effective January 1, 1979, (Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allowance benefits were 
increased by an amendment to the Old Age Security 


Act by $10 each per month for married couples who 
are both in receipt of an Old Age Security benefit, 
and by $20 for single pensioners and married pension- 
ers with a non-pensioner spouse. These increases 
were intended to further assist low-income pensioners 
and their spouses. The benefit rates in effect in 
1978-1979 were as follows:

Number of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allowance Recipients 


In March 1979 there were 2 145 383 Old Age Security 
pensioners of whom 1 161 610 or 54.14 percent were 
also receiving a supplement. Of the total number 
receiving the supplement, 31.45 percent were single 
persons who received a partial supplement, while 
23.35 percent were singles receiving the maximum 
supplement. Of the 45.2 percent who were married 
persons, 34.57 percent received a partial supplement 
and 10.63 percent received the maximum benefit. Of 
the total percentage of Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ment recipients (54.14), 35.74 percent received a 
partial supplement and 18.40 percent received the 
maximum amount. There were also 75 292 recipients 
of Spouse's Allowance. 


Expenditures Under the Old Age Security Act for the 
Fiscal Year 


The total net amounts paid to Old Age Security 
beneficiaries during 1978-79 was $5,491,075,384 of 
which $1,234,160,749 was paid in supplement and 
$126,301,725 in Spouse's Allowance. The average 
supplement payable in March 1979 was $104.45, the 
average Spouse's Allowance was $152.18.

Report on the administration of the Old Age Security Act 
for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1981 


Introduction 


This is the 30th Annual Report on the administration 
of the Old Age Security Act, which was passed by 
Parliament in December 1951. The Act provides for 
the payment of benefits to all persons who can fulfil 
specified age and residence requirements. 

In December 1966, the Act was amended to 
provide for a Guaranteed Income Supplement for 
pensioners who have no income or only a limited 
amount of income. 

In June 1975, the Act was further amended to 
provide for an income-tested allowance for persons 
aged 60 to 65 years who are spouses of Old Age 
Security pensioners. 

In July 1977, a further amendment to the Act 
introduced additional residence requirements and 
provided for applicants to earn entitlement to a full 
or partial pension at the rate of 1/40th of the full 
amount for each year of residence in Canada after 
age 18. Also, provision was made for the signing of 
international social security agreements. 


Main features of the Old Age Security pension 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is payable 
at age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the residence 
requirements, and are Canadian citizens or legally 
resident in Canada when their applications are 
approved. Payment of the pension normally begins 
in the month following the 65th birthday, provided 
the person concerned has made application. In the 
case of a late application, retroactive payment for 
up to 12 months may be approved. Pensioners who 
have 20 or more years of residence in Canada after 
age 18 may receive the pension indefinitely while 
living outside of Canada. Those with less than 20 
years of residence after age 18 may be paid for only 
the month of departure and an additional six 
months. Payment is then suspended until the 
pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 

Application forms are available at all Income 
Security Programs Offices, and all Post Offices in 
Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added to 
the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have no other income or only a 
limited amount. Entitlement is normally based on 
income in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act. In determin- 
ing entitlement for a married couple, both incomes 
must be taken into account. A pensioner in receipt 
of the supplement who leaves Canada may continue 
to receive the supplement for only the month of 
departure and for an additional six months, but 
payment may commence again when the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. A Guaranteed Income 
Supplement application form is sent to each Old Age 
Security applicant upon approval of the pension 
application. To ensure continued entitlement to the 
supplement, a renewal application is mailed out to 
all recipients prior to the start of the new fiscal 


year in April. This must be completed and returned 
as quickly as possible to ensure’ continued 
entitlement. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be paid to 
the spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner if the 
spouse is between 60 and 65 years of age and meets 
the residence requirements. The spouse must be a 
Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada when 
the application is approved, and the combined in- 
come of the couple must not exceed the maximum 
permitted by the legislation. The Allowance is paid 
for only the month of departure and for an addi- 
tional six months when the recipient leaves Canada, 
but may begin again upon resumption of residence in 
Canada. 

Spouse's Allowance application forms are 
mailed to pensioners identified as having a spouse in 
the eligible age group and are also available on 
request from Income Security Programs Offices. 
Proof of marital status is required to establish 
eligibility. A renewal application must be submitted 
each year. 

An amendment to the Old Age Security Act in 
October 1979 provided for the continuation of 
entitlement to the Spouse's Allowance upon the 
death of the pensioner spouse. The Allowance is 
payable until the recipient reaches age 65 or 
remarries so long as all income and residence re- 
quirements are met. This amendment replaces an 
earlier one effective November 1978 whereby the 
extension of Spouse's Allowance entitlement was 
limited to the sixth month following the death of 
the pensioner. All persons, under age 65, who had 
their benefits discontinued under this legislation 
were eligible for reinstatement of the Allowance 
effective November 1979 if they still met all other 
requirements. 


International Agreements 


The period under review saw the coming into force, 
on March 1, 1981, of the Agreement on Social 
Security between Canada and France. This 
Agreement is the second reciprocal agreement to 
come into force since the 1977 amendments to the 
Old Age Security Act authorizing the signing of 
international agreements. 

During the same period Agreements on Social 
Security were signed with Portugal and the United 
States. The Portuguese Agreement, which was 
signed on December 15, 1980, will come into effect 
after it has been ratified by the legislatures of both 
countries. 

The Agreement on Social Security between 
Canada and the United States was signed on March 
11, 1981. This Agreement is expected to come into 
force in 1982-1983 following the necessary 
ratification procedures. 

Negotiations were also carried out with the 
Hellenic Republic with a view to concluding an 
Agreement early in the next fiscal year. 


During the period in question a total of 807 
applications for Canadian benefits were received 
under the Agreement between Canada and Italy, of 
which 783 were for Old Age Security pensions or 
Spouse's Allowance. Requests for Italian Social 
Security benefits from Canadian residents totalled 
3509 during the fiscal year. 


Appeals 


The Old Age Security Act provides for an appeal 
procedure with respect to benefits payable under 
the Act, wherein an applicant or recipient may 
appeal any decision of the Regional Director to a 
tribunal established under the terms of the legis- 
lation. Any appeals concerning income used _ in 
determining Guaranteed Income Supplement or 
Spouse's Allowance benefits are referred to the Tax 
Review Board. 


Monthly amount of benefits payable 


Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act are 
increased in January, April, July and October of 
each year if the cost of living, as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index, goes up. The benefit rates in 
effect in 1980-1981 were as follows:

Number of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allowance recipients 


In March 1981 there were 2 302 841 Old Age 
Security pensioners of whom 1 245 188 or 54.07 per 
cent were also receiving a supplement. Of the total 
number receiving the supplement, 37.19 per cent 
were single persons who received a partial supple- 
ment, while 21.88 per cent were singles receiving 
the maximum supplement. Of the 40.93 per cent 
who were married persons, 34.01 per cent received a 
partial and 6.92 per cent received the maximum 
supplement. Of the total percentage of Guaranteed 
Income Supplement recipients (54.07%), 38.50 per 
cent received a partial and 15.57 per cent received 
the maximum amount. There were also 85 179 
recipients of Spouse's Allowance. 


Expenditures under the Old Age Security Act for the 
fiscal year 


The total net amount paid to Old Age Security 
beneficiaries during 1980-1981 was $7,417,805,413 
of which $1,918,066,576 was paid in supplement and 
$177,652,786 in Spouse's Allowance. The average 
supplement payable in March 1981 was $142.67; the 
average Spouse's Allowance was $189.24. Tables I, 
II and III give detailed statistics, by province, of 
program coverage and costs during 1980-1981. 


Administration of the program 


The Old Age Security program is administered 
through Regional Income Security Programs Offices 
located in the capital cities of the provinces, where 
applications are processed and benefit cheques 
issued monthly. The Regional Office in Edmonton 
has the additional responsibility of administering the 
program in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 
District (*) and Local Offices are located in all 
provinces to provide information and services to the 
public in all matters relating to Old Age Security 
benefits.

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Report on the administration of the Old Age Security Act 
for the fiscal year ending March 3l, 1982 


Introduction 


This is the 3lst Annual Report on the administration of 
the Old Age Security Act, which was passed by Parliament 
in December 1951. The Act provides for the payment of 
benefits to all persons who can fulfil specified age and 
residence requirements. 


In December 1966, the Act was amended to provide for a 
Guaranteed Income Supplement for pensioners who have no 
income or only a limited amount of income. 


In June 1975, the Act was further amended to provide for 
an income-tested allowance for persons aged 60 to 65 
years who are spouses of Old Age Security pensioners. 


In July 1977, a further amendment to the Act introduced 
additional residence requirements and provided for 
applicants to earn entitlement to a full or partial 
pension at the rate of 1/40th of the full amount for 
each year of residence in Canada after age 18. Also, 
provision was made for the signing of international 
social security agreements. 


Main features of the Old Age Security pension 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is payable at 
age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the residence 
requirements, and are Canadian citizens or legally 
resident in Canada when their applications are approved. 
Payment of the pension normally begins in the month 
following the 65th birthday, provided the person 
concerned has made application. In the case of a late 
application, retroactive payment for up to 12 months may 
be approved. Pensioners who have 20 or more years of 
residence in Canada after age 18 may receive the pension 
indefinitely while living outside of Canada. Those with 
less than 20 years of residence after age 18 may be paid 
for only the month of departure and an additional six 
months. Payment is then suspended until the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. 


Application forms are available at Income Security 
Programs offices, and at Post Offices in Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added to the Old 
Age Security pension in the case of pensioners who have 
limited or no other income. Entitlement is normally 
based on income in the preceding calendar year, computed 
in accordance with the Income Tax Act. In determining 
entitlement for a married couple, both incomes must be 
taken into account. A pensioner in receipt of the 
supplement who leaves Canada may continue to receive the 
supplement for only the month of departure and for an 
additional six months, but payment may commence again 
when the pensioner resumes residence in Canada. A 
Guaranteed Income Supplement application form is sent to 
each Old Age Security applicant upon approval of the 
pension application. To ensure continued entitlement to 
the supplement, a renewal application is mailed out to 
all recipients prior to the start of the new fiscal year 
in April. This must be completed and returned as 
quickly as possible to ensure continued entitlement. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be paid to the 
spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner if the spouse is 
between 60 and 65 years of age and meets the residence 
requirements. The spouse must be a Canadian citizen or 
legally resident in Canada when the application is 
approved, and the combined income of the couple must not 
exceed the maximum permitted by the legislation. The 
Allowance is paid for only the month of departure and 
for an additional six months when the recipient leaves 
Canada, but may begin again upon resumption of residence 
in Canada. 


Spouse's Allowance application forms are mailed to 
pensioners identified as having a spouse in the eligible 
age group and are also available on request from Income 
Security Programs offices. Proof of marital status is 
required to establish eligibility. A renewal 
application must be submitted each year. 


An amendment to the Old Age Security Act in October 1979 
provided for the continuation of entitlement to the 
Spouse's Allowance upon the death of the pensioner 
spouse. The Allowance is payable until the recipient 
reaches age 65 or remarries so long as all income and 
residence requirements are met. This amendment replaces 
an earlier one of November 1978 whereby the extension of 
Spouse's Allowance entitlement was limited to the six 
months following the death of the pensioner. All 
persons, under age 65, who had their benefits 
discontinued under this legislation were eligible for 
reinstatement of the Allowance effective November 1979 
if they still met all other requirements. 


International Agreements 


The Agreement on Social Security between Canada and 
Portugal came into force on May 1, 1981. This was the 
third such agreement to be finalized since the 1977 
amendments to the Old Age Security Act authorizing the 
payment of benefits under international agreements. 


An Agreement between Canada and the Hellenic Republic 
was signed on May 7, 1981. This Agreement and the 
Agreement between Canada and the United States of 
America, which was signed in March 1981, will come into 
force only after they have been ratified by the relevant 
legislatures. 


During the period in question, 1078 applications for 
Canadian benefits were received under the Agreement 
between Canada and Italy, of which 704 were for Old Age 
Security pensions or Spouse's Allowance. Requests for 
Italian Social Security benefits from Canadian residents 
totalled 4431. 


Under the Agreement between Canada and France, 150 
applications for Canadian benefits were received, of 
which 149 were for Old Age Security pensions or Spouse's 
Allowance. In addition, 37 applications for French 
benefits were received from Canadian residents. 


Of 679 applications for Canadian benefits received under 
the Agreement between Canada and Portugal, 676 were for 
Old Age Security pensions or Spouse's Allowance. The 
number of applications received from Canadian residents 
for Portuguese benefits was 542. 


Appeals 


The Old Age Security Act provides for an appeal 
procedure with respect to benefits payable under the 
Act, wherein an applicant or recipient may appeal any 
decision of the Regional Director to a tribunal 
established under the terms of the legislation. Any 
appeals concerning income used in determining Guaranteed 
Income Supplement or Spouse's Allowance benefits are 
referred to the Tax Review Board. 


Monthly amount of benefits payable 


Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act are 
increased in January, April, July and October of each 
year if the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer 
Price Index, goes up. The benefit rates in effect in 
1981-1982 were as follows:

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REPORT ON THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE OLD AGE SECURITY ACT 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING MARCH 31, 1983 


Introduction 


This is the 32nd Annual Report on the admini- 
stration of the Old Age Security Act, which was 
passed by Parliament in December 1951. The Act 
provides for the payment of benefits to all persons 
who can fulfil specified age and _ residence 
requirements. 


In December 1966, the Act was amended to 
provide for a Guaranteed Income Supplement for 
pensioners who have no income or only a limited 
amount of income. 


In June 1975, the Act was further amended to 
provide for an income-tested allowance for persons 
aged 60 to 65 years who are spouses of Old Age 
Security pensioners. 


In July 1977, a further amendment to the Act 
introduced additional residence requirements and 
provided for applicants to earn entitlement to a full 
or partial pension at the rate of 1/40th of the full 
amount for each year of residence in Canada after 
age 18. Also, provision was made for the signing of 
international social security agreements. 


Main features of the Old Age Security pension 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is 
payable at age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the 
residence requirements, and are Canadian citizens 
or legally resident in Canada when their applications 
are approved. Payment of the pension normally 
begins in the month following the 65th birthday, 
provided the person concerned has made application. 
In the case of a late application, retroactive pay- 
ment for up to 12 months may be approved. 
Pensioners who have 20 or more years of residence 
in Canada after age 18 may receive the pension 
indefinitely while living outside of Canada. Those 
with less than 20 years of residence after age 18 
may be paid for only the month of departure and an 
additional six months. Payment is then suspended 
until the pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 


Application forms are available at Income 
Security Programs Offices, and at Post Offices in 
Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added 
to the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have limited or no other income. 
Entitlement is normally based on income in the 
preceding calendar year, computed in accordance 
with the Income Tax Act. In determining entitle- 
ment for a married couple, both incomes must be 
taken into account. A pensioner in receipt of the 
supplement who leaves Canada may continue to 
receive the supplement for only the month of 


departure and for an additional six months, but 
payment may commence again when the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. A Guaranteed Income 
Supplement application form is sent to each Old Age 
Security applicant upon approval of the pension 
application. To ensure continued entitlement to the 
supplement, a renewal application is mailed out to 
all recipients prior to the start of the new fiscal 
year in April. This must be completed and returned 
as quickly as possible to ensure’ continued 
entitlement. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be 
paid to the spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner 
if the spouse is between 60 and 65 years of age and 
meets the residence requirements. The spouse must 
be a Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada 
when the application is approved, and the combined 
income of the couple must not exceed the maximum 
permitted by the legislation. The Allowance is paid 
for only the month of departure and for an addi- 
tional six months when the recipient leaves Canada, 
but may begin again upon resumption of residence in 
Canada. 


Spouse's Allowance application forms are 
mailed to pensioners identified as having a spouse in 
the eligible age group and are also available on 
request from Income Security Programs Offices. 
Proof of marital status is required to establish 
eligibility. A renewal application must be submitted 
each year. 


An amendment to the Old Age Security Act in 
October 1979 provided for the continuation of 
entitlement to the Spouse's Allowance upon the 
death of the pensioner spouse. The Allowance is 
payable until the recipient reaches age 65 or re- 
marries so long as all income and residence re- 
quirements are met. This amendment replaces an 
earlier one of November 1978 whereby the extension 
of Spouse's Allowance entitlement was limited to 
the sixth months following the death of the 
pensioner. All persons, under age 65, who had their 
benefits discontinued under this legislation were 
eligible for reinstatement of the Allowance 
effective November 1979 if they still met all other 
requirements. 


International Agreements 


The period under review saw the signing of an 
Agreement between Canada and Jamaica on 
January 10, 1983. This Agreement and_ the 
Canada/United States Agreement which was signed 
in March 1981, will come into force only after they 
have been ratified by their respective legislatures. 
The Agreement between Canada and the Hellenic 


a. 


Republic, which was signed on May 7, 1981, will 
come into force on May 1, 1983. 


During the period in question, 1469 applications 
for Canadian benefits were received under the 
Canada/Italy Agreement of which 1027 were for Old 
Age Security pensions or Spouse's Allowance. 
Requests for Italian Social Security benefits from 
Canadian residents totalled 3779. 


Under the Canada/France Agreement, 87 
applications for Canadian benefits were received of 
which 85 were for Old Age Security pensions or 
Spouse's Allowance. In addition, 105 applications 
for French benefits were received from Canadian 
residents. 


Of 594 applications for Canadian benefits 
received under the Canada/Portugal Agreement, 555 
were for Old Age Security pensions or Spouse's 
Allowance. In addition, 194 applications were 
received from Canadian residents for Portuguese 
benefits. 


Appeals 


The Old Age Security Act provides for an 
appeal procedure with respect to benefits payable 
under the Act, wherein an applicant or recipient 
may appeal any decision of the Regional Director to 
a tribunal established under the terms of the legis- 
lation. Any appeals concerning income used in 
determining (Guaranteed Income Supplement or 
Spouse's Allowance benefits are referred to the Tax 
Review Board. 


Monthly amount of benefits payable 


Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act 
have been increased in January, Aopril, July and 
October of each year, in accordance with the 
increase in the cost of living, as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index. The federal government's 
budget of June 1982 provided that effective January 
1983, the Old Age Security pension would be limited 
to a 6% increase. At the same time, Bill C-131 
protects low income pensioners by allowing full 
indexation to Guaranteed Income Supplement and 
Spouse's Allowance recipients. They will therefore 
continue to receive benefits adjusted to the full 
extent of any rise in the cost of living, including the 
replacement of any loss in their basic Old Age 
Security as a result of the indexation limit. The 
benefit rates in effect in 1982-1983 were as follows:

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REPORT ON THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE OLD AGE SECURITY ACT 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING MARCH 31, 1984 


Introduction 


This is the 33rd Annual Report on the adminis- 
tration of the Old Age Security Act, which was 
passed by Parliament in December 1951. The Act 
provides for the payment of benefits to all persons 
who can fulfil specified age anmd_ residence 
requirements. 


In December 1966, the Act was amended to 
provide for a Guaranteed Income Supplement for 
pensioners who have no income or only a limited 
amount of income. 


In June 1975, the Act was further amended to 
provide for an income-tested allowance for persons 
aged 60 to 65 years who are spouses of Old Age 
Security pensioners. 


In July 1977, a further amendment to the Act 
introduced additional residence requirements and 
provided for applicants to earn entitlement to a full 
or partial pension at the rate of 1/40th of the full 
amount for each year of residence in Canada after 
age 18. Also, provision was made for the signing of 
international social security agreements. 


Main features of the Old Age Security pension 


A full or partial Old Age Security pension is 
payable at age 65 to persons who have fulfilled the 
residence requirements, and are Canadian citizens 
or legally resident in Canada when their applications 
are approved. Payment of the pension normally 
begins in the month following the 65th birthday, 
provided the person concerned has made application. 
In the case of a late application, retroactive pay- 
ment for up to 12 months may be approved. 
Pensioners who have 20 or more years of residence 
in Canada after age 18 may receive the pension 
indefinitely while living outside of Canada. Those 
with less than 20 years of residence after age 18 
may be paid for only the month of departure and an 
additional six months. Payment is then suspended 
until the pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 


Application forms are available at Income 
Security Programs Offices, and at Post Offices in 
Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added 
to the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have limited or no other income. 
Entitlement is normally based on income in the 
preceding calendar year, computed in accordance 
with the Income Tax Act. In determining entitle- 
ment for a married couple, both incomes must be 
taken into account. A pensioner in receipt of the 
supplement who leaves Canada may continue to 
receive the supplement for only the month of 
departure and for an additional six months, but 
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payment may commence again when the pensioner 
resumes residence in Canada. A Guaranteed Income 
Supplement application form is sent to each Old Age 
Security applicant upon approval of the pension 
application. To ensure continued entitlement to the 
supplement, a renewal application is mailed out to 
all recipients prior to the start of the new fiscal 
year in April. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A full or partial Spouse's Allowance may be 
paid to the spouse of an Old Age Security pensioner 
if the spouse is between 60 and 65 years of age and 
meets the residence requirements. The spouse must 
be a Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada 
when the application is approved, and the combined 
income of the couple must not exceed the maximum 
permitted by the legislation. The Allowance is paid 
for only the month of departure and for an addi- 
tional six months when the recipient leaves Canada, 
but may begin again upon resumption of residence in 
Canada. 


Spouse's Allowance application forms are 
mailed to pensioners identified as having a spouse in 
the eligible age group and are also available on 
request from Income Security Programs Offices. 
Proof of marital status is required to establish 
eligibility. A renewal application must be submitted 
each year. 


An amendment to the Old Age Security Act in 
October 1979 provided for the continuation of 
entitlement to the Spouse's Allowance upon the 
death of the pensioner spouse. The Allowance is 
payable until the recipient reaches age 65 or re- 
marries so long as all income and residence re- 
quirements are met. This amendment replaces an 
earlier one of November 1978 whereby the extension 
of Spouse's Allowance entitlement was limited to 
the sixth months following the death of the 
pensioner. All persons, under age 65, who had their 
benefits discontinued under this legislation were 
eligible for reinstatement of the Allowance 
effective November 1979 if they still met all other 
requirements. 


International Agreements 


The 1983-1984 fiscal year saw the coming into 
force of two reciprocal agreements on_ social 
security. The Agreement between Canada and the 
Hellenic Republic came into effect on May 1, 1983, 
while that between Canada and Jamaica came into 
effect on January 1, 1984. This now brings the 
number of international agreements to five, 
including those with Italy, France and Portugal. It 
is anticipated that the Agreement between Canada 
and the United States, which was signed on March, 
1981, will come into force on August 1, 1984. 


During the period under review, 1518 appli- 
cations for Canadian benefits were received under 
the Canada/Italy Agreement of which 920 were for 
Old Age Security pensions or Spouse's Allowance. 
Requests for Italian Social Security benefits from 
Canadian residents totalled 3984. 


Consequent to the Canada/France Agreement, 
144 applications for Canadian benefits were 
received of which 96 were for Old Age Security or 
Spouse's Allowance. In addition, a total of 55 
applications for French benefits were received from 
Canadian residents. 


Under the Canada/Portugal Agreement, a total 
of 948 applications for Canadian benefits were 
received of which 596 were for Old Age Security or 
Spouse's Allowance. In addition, 189 applications 
were received from Canadian residents for 
Portuguese benefits. 


Of the 204 applications for Canadian benefits 
received under the Canada/Hellenic Republic 
Agreements, 112 were for Old Age Security or 
Spouse's Allowance. In addition, 40 requests for 
Greek benefits were received from Canadian 
residents. 


Negotiations are presently under way with 
numerous countries including Spain, Barbados, the 
Federal Republic of Germany and Belgium. WHow- 
ever, these agreements must be signed and ratified 
prior to their coming into force. 


Appeals 


The Old Age Security Act provides for an 
appeal procedure with respect to benefits payable 
under the Act, wherein an applicant or recipient 
may appeal any decision of the Regional Director to 
a tribunal established under the terms of the legis- 
lation. Any appeals concerning income used in 
determining Guaranteed Income Supplement or 
Spouse's Allowance benefits are referred to the Tax 
Review Board. 


Monthly amount of benefits payable 


Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act 
are increased in January, April, July and October of 
each year, usually in accordance with the increase 
in the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer 
Price Index. To fight inflation Parliament provided 
that effective January 1983 and January 1984, the 
Old Age Security pension would be limited to annual 
6 and 5 per cent increases respectively. Recipients 
of the Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance would continue to receive full cost-of- 
living adjustments to their benefits. Due to the 
marked decrease in the rate of inflation, which 
remained below the 6 per cent level, benefits were 
increased in April, July and October 1983 to reflect 
the full cost-of-living increase. Effective January 
1984, however, the Old Age Security pension was 
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increased to reflect the 5 per cent limitation whilst 
the Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance continued to receive full cost-of-living 
adjustments. The benefit rates in effect in 1983- 
1984 were as follows:

Spouse's Allowance 


Number of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allowance recipients 


In March 1984 there were 2 490 881 Old Age 
Security pensioners of whom 1 246 119 or 50.03 per 
cent were also receiving a supplement. Of the total 
number receiving the supplement, 37.71 per cent 
were single persons who received a partial supple- 
ment, while 17.37 per cent received the maximum 
supplement. Of the 44.92 per cent who were 
married persons, 37.99 per cent received a partial 
and 6.93 per cent received the maximum benefit. 
Of the total percentage of (Guaranteed Income 
Supplement recipients (50.03), 37.87 per cent 
received a partial and 12.16 per cent received the 
maximum amount. There were also 87 890 
recipients of Spouse's Allowance. 


Expenditures under the Old Age Security Act for the 
fiscal year 


The total net amount paid to Old Age Security 
beneficiaries during 1983-1984 was $10,406,322,663 
of which $2,524,449,744 was paid in supplement and 
$232,913,695 in Spouse's Allowance. The average 
supplement payable in March 1984 was $174.64; the 
average Spouse's Allowance was $230.88. Tables I, 
II and III give detailed statistics, by region, of 
program coverage and costs during 1983-1984. 


Administration of the program 


The Old Age Security program is administered 
through Regional Income Security Programs offices 
located in the capital cities of most provinces. 
These offices are responsible for the processing of 
applications and monthly payment of benefits. The 
Regional Office in Edmonton has the additional 
responsibility of administering the program in the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories. Other Income 
Security Programs offices, called Client Service 
Centres, are operated on a full-time or part-time 
basis.

Pensioners 
who have 20 or more years of residence in Canada 
after age 18 may receive the pension indefinitely 
while living outside of Canada. Those with fewer 
than 20 years of residence after age 18 may be paid 
for the month of departure and an additional six 
months only. Payment is then suspended until the 
pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 


Old Age Security application forms are avail- 
able at Income Security Programs Offices and at 
Post Offices in Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added 
to the Old Age Security pension in the case of 
pensioners who have no income or a limited amount 
of income. Entitlement is normally based on income 
in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act. In deter- 
mining entitlement for a married couple, both 
incomes must be taken into account. 


As a result of the July 1, 1984 amendments, 
individuals who receive a partial pension and who 
have little or no other income may be entitled to 
receive additional Guaranteed Income Supplement 
benefits. These individuals will now be guaranteed 
the same minimum income as_ pensioners who 
receive the full Old Age Security pension. 


A pensioner in receipt of the supplement who 
leaves Canada may continue to receive the supple- 
ment for the month of departure and for an 
additional six months only. Payment may com- 
mence again when the pensioner resumes residence 
in Canada. 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement application 
form is sent to each Old Age Security applicant 
upon approval of the pension application. To ensure 
continued entitlement to the supplement, a renewal 
application is mailed out to all recipients prior to 
the start of the new fiscal year in April. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A Spouse's Allowance may be paid to the spouse 
of an Old Age Security pensioner if the spouse is 
between 60 and 65 years of age and meets the 
residence requirements. The spouse must be a 
Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada when 
the application is approved, and the combined 
income of the couple must not exceed the maximum 
permitted by the legislation. Prior to July 1, 1984, 
a full or partial Spouse's Allowance was payable 
depending on the spouse's history of residence in 
Canada. However, as a result of an amendment 
effective that date, a spouse may be entitled to 
receive the maximum allowance with a minimum of 
10 years of residence in Canada after age 18. 


Spouse's Allowance application forms are 
mailed to pensioners identified as having a spouse in 
the eligible age-group and are also available on 
request from Income Security Programs Offices. A 
renewal application must be submitted each year. 


When a Spouse's Allowance recipient leaves 
Canada, the allowance is paid for the month of 
departure and for an additional six months only, but 
may begin again upon resumption of residence in 
Canada. 


International Agreements 


A reciprocal agreement on social security co- 
ordinates the operation of Canada's Old Age 
Security program and the Canada Pension Plan with 
the comparable programs of another country which 
provide old age, survivors and disability benefits. It 
ensures greater social security protection to persons 
who migrate to and from Canada. This is 
accomplished by: 


(1) removing restrictions, based on nationality, 
that may otherwise prevent Canadians from 
receiving benefits under the legislation of the 
other country; 


(2) easing or eliminating restrictions on the 
payment of social security benefits abroad; 


(3) eliminating situations in which a worker may 
have to contribute to the social security 
programs of both countries for the same work; 
and/or 


(4) assisting migrants in meeting the eligibility 
conditions for benefits based on_ their 
participation in the social security system of 
each country. 


As of March 31, 1985, six agreements are in 
force between Canada and France, the Hellenic 
Republic, Italy, Jamaica, Portugal and the United 
States. Further agreements have been signed with 
Belgium and Barbados but will only come into effect 
once the ratification procedures required by their 
respective laws have been completed. 


The distribution of Canadian benefits in pay 
under the various agreements is as follows:

Appeals 


The Old Age Security Act provides for an 
appeal procedure with respect to benefits payable 
under the Act, wherein an applicant or recipient 
may appeal any decision of the Regional Director to 
a tribunal established under the terms of the legis- 
lation. Any appeals concerning income used in 
determining Guaranteed Income Supplement or 
Spouse's Allowance benefits are referred to the Tax 
Review Board. 


Monthly amount of benefits payable 


Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act 
are increased in January, April, July and October of 
each year, usually in accordance with the increase 
in the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer 


Price Index. To fight inflation Parliament provided 
that the Old Age Security pension would be limited 
to an annual increase of five per cent during the 
calendar year 1984. Recipients of the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement and Spouse's Allowance would 
continue to receive full cost-of-living adjustments 
to their benefits. However, due to the marked 
decrease in the rate of inflation, which remained 
below the five per cent level, benefits were 
increased each quarter to reflect the full cost-of- 
living increase. 


In addition to the regular increase, the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement’ benefits were 
increased as a result of the July 1984, amendments 
by $25.00 in July 1984, and another $25.00 in 
December 1984. These increases applied only to 
single Guaranteed Income Supplement recipients, 
surviving Spouse's Allowance recipients, and to 
married Guaranteed Income Supplement recipients 
with a spouse under age 60.

Number of recipients of Old Age Security, 
Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance 


In March 1985 there were 2 569 488 Old Age 
Security pensioners of whom 1 296 545 or 50.46 per 
cent were also receiving a supplement. Guaranteed 
Income Supplement beneficiaries were distributed as 
follows: single persons receiving a maximum 
supplement - 16.42 per cent; single persons 
receiving a partial supplement - 39.14 per cent; 
married persons receiving a maximum supplement - 
6.43 per cent; married persons receiving a partial 
supplement - 38.01 per cent. Of all recipients of 
the Guaranteed Income Supplement 55.56 per cent 
were single and 44.44 per cent were married; re PES 
per cent of all Guaranteed Income Supplement 
recipients received a partial supplement while 22.85 
per cent received a maximum supplement. There 
were also 93 114 recipients of Spouse's Allowance. 


Expenditures under the Old Age Security Act for 
the fiscal year 


The total net amount paid to Old Age Security 
beneficiaries during 1984-1985 was $11,417,600,745 
of which $2,952,921,120 was paid in supplement and 
$248,781,739 in Spouse's Allowance. The average 
supplement payable in March 1985 was $209.72; the 
average Spouse's Allowance was $229.89. Tables I, 
II and III give detailed statistics, by region, of 
program coverage and costs during 1984-1985. 


Estimated beneficiary and cost forecasts 


The expenditures of the Old Age Security program 
are largely dependent upon demographic conditions. 
As the population of Canada gradually ages and the 
number of people in the 65 and over age category 
increases, program expenses will similarly increase. 
The Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance expenditures take into account not only 
the number of people in the relevant age groups but 
also the income status of the recipient population. 
Long range forecasts of these latter two benefits 
are difficult because of the sensitivity of the 
programs to such variable items as interest rates 
and income tax incentives. (See Appendix I). 


Administration of the program 


The Old Age Security program is administered 
through Regional Income Security: Programs Offices 
located in the capital city of each province and, in 
addition, Timmins, Ontario. These offices are 
responsible for the processing of applications and 
monthly payment of benefits. The Regional Office 
in Edmonton has the additional responsibility of 
administering the program in the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. Other Income _ Security 
Programs Offices, called Client Service Centres, 
are operated on a full-time or part-time basis. 
These are located in the following communities 
across Canada:
